On Oct. 1, after a madman killed nine victims at 
Umpqua Community College in Roseburg, Ore., 
we covered every horrible development of the 
story on people.com, and we began planning our 
coverage of the massacre for this issue of the mag- 
azine.

Reading the facts about polio is what solidified my 
involvement as a spokesperson for Rotary’s “This Close” 
campaign. Polio sounds so ancient, but as recently as the 
1 980s there were 350,000 cases a year worldwide. That’s a 
very, very shocking number to hear. It has steadily declined 
as a result of people talking about it and making these vaccines readily available to 
the people who need them. Polio is a viral disease. It mostly attacks children under 
the age of 5, and it robs them of their mobility. I have two children under the age of 
5, and their mobility is currently their most prized possession. I couldn’t imagine if 
they didn’t have the ability to scoot around and jump off things. And I don’t want any 
mother to have to think, “What if my kid has polio?” Knowing that there’s no cure, 
you think, “Okay, well, how do we prevent it?”

expertise. So I’m raising awareness and being optimistic go to

A YouTube Star 
Dies at 13 

The Bratayley family— famous for their daily video 
blog— is reeling from the loss of their son Caleb 


F or the past five years, a 
popular YouTube family 
known as the Bratayleys 
has entertained their more 
than 1 billion viewers with the 
antics of their three children, 
Caleb, 13, Annie, 10, and 
Hayley, 7. But on Oct. 2, Katie, 
the family’s matriarch, had 
some tragic news to share with 
their legions of fans: “Yesterday 
at 7:08 p.m. Caleb Logan 
Bratayley passed away,” she 
wrote on Instagram. “This has 
come as a shock to all of us. 
Words cannot describe how 
much we will miss him. His 
incredibly funny, loving and 
wonderful spirit made us all fall 
in love with him as a YouTuber, 
friend, brother and son.” 

While his mom said he 
passed away from “natural 
causes,” Bruce Goldfarb, a 
spokesman for the Maryland 
State Medical Examiner Office, 


says that they are still 
investigating the cause of 
death. Meanwhile Lt. Ryan 
Frashure, the Anne Arundel 
County Police Department’s 
director of media relations, 
tells Peop/e they were called 
to the scene for a “medical 
emergency” around 7 p.m. on 
Oct. 1. “Nothing appeared to 
be criminal, nothing was 
suspicious and there was no 
foul play,” Frashure said. “There 
is no investigation on our end 
because there is nothing 
criminal or suspicious.” 

Although the kids were the 
stars of the countless YouTube 
videos, their parents, Katie and 
Billy, have publicly stressed that 
they are the ones who manage 
the channel and oversee the 
tweens’ social media presence. 
(In fact, they use the handle of 
“The Bratayleys”— and decline 
to say where, exactly, in

live— to help 
preserve some 
semblance of 
privacy despite 
their very public 
postings.) “This is 
awful,” neighbor 
Deborah 
Woodcock tel Is Peop/e. “I know 
Caleb was a big baseball player, 
and he loved his dogs.” 

This isn’t the first time that 
the Bratayleys have addressed 
tragedy in their videos. Back in 
October 2013, their cousin, 
David Cooper, committed 
suicide at the age of 1 0. He had

previously 
appeared in the 
Bratayleys’ videos 
and vacationed 
with them. 

On Oct. 3, 
one day after 
announcing 
Caleb’s death on 
social media, the family 
released a final video featuring 
the teen, which had been 
filmed on Sept. 30. In the clip, 
he is seen answering a 
question about what he would 
ask his “future self.” “Is Taco 
Bell still around?” he jokes, 
before asking if there were 
“any new sports” in the future. 

The video cut out shortly 
after Caleb’s answer, followed 
by a heartfelt message from 
the family: “He 
will never get to 
meet his future 
self. None of us 
will and we are 
very sad because 
he would have 
been great.”

A few heartbeats later, "she came back 
in and fell through the doorway.” 

Kim Dietz died on the cool, cloudy 
morning of Oct. 1, one of nine victims 
killed by gunman Chris Harper Mer- 
cer at Umpqua Community College in 
Roseburg, Ore. The massacre, in which 
nine others were injured before Mer- 
cer turned the gun on himself, stunned 
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the close-knit, largely blue-collar com- 
munity of 22,000. It also shook the na- 
tion at large, especially after this year’s 
previous mass shootings— of church 
members in Charleston, S.C., military 
personnel in Chattanooga 
and moviegoers in Lafay- 
ette, La., among others. In 
an impassioned speech 
hours after the shootings. 

President Obama demanded 
something be done to stop 
the senseless murders. ''Our 
thoughts and prayers are not 
enough,” he said. "We’ve be- 
come numb to this.” 

• •• 

In Roseburg, residents struggled to 

believe something so horrific could 
happen in their rural hamlet nestled in 
the Umpqua River Valley. "It’s a perfect 
small town,” says Roseburg native Alek 
Skarlatos, the National Guardsman 


who was one of three Americans hailed 
as heroes for helping to thwart the 
recent attack on a train in France. "It’s 
almost literally a Mayberry.” 

That idyllic setting shattered when 
Mercer arrived on campus 
armed with five pistols and 
a rifle. (Police later recov- 
ered another two pistols, 
four rifles and a shotgun- 
all legally obtained— at his 
apartment.) A 26-year-old 
loner who had washed out 
of the Army after five weeks 
and lived with his mother in 
nearby Winchester, Mercer 
was enrolled in Professor 
Larry Levine’s writing class. 
But when he walked into classroom 15 
that day, he had deadly intentions. Mer- 
cer ordered everyone to the center of 
the classroom and began firing. "He 
said, 'Do you have a religion? Because 
if you do, you are going to meet your 


maker,’ ” says Stephanie Salas, whose 
I8-year-old son Rand McGowan was 
shot in the hand. "Rand said he would 
shoot no matter what they said.” 

In the initial hail of gunfire through 
the class. Ana Boylan, 18, was hit in the 
back, a bullet rocketing through five 
vertebrae. She lay motionless, not re- 
sponding as Mercer asked if she was 
alive, says her brother Korre. "He left 
my sister, assuming she was dead,” he 
says. "She was an innocent young girl 
ready to take on the world, and he took 
that away from her. Her sense of secu- 
rity is shattered.” 

Chris Mintz, a single dad and an 
Army veteran enrolled at Umpqua 
to forge a new career, was shot seven 
times and lauded by some witnesses for 
trying to intercept Mercer. One bullet 
tore down his spine and lodged perma- 
nently in his hip, and doctors have said 
it will take years for him to relearn how 
to walk. "We’re just so thankful he’s

Local law enforcement encountered 
a scene of unimaginable carnage when 
they arrived on campus. 'They said it 
was the worst thing they had ever seen 
when they went into that classroom,” 
says Skarlatos, whose brother-in-law 
was among the first responders at the 
school. "It was horrible. There was 
blood, brains and bone fragments ev- 
erywhere.” Adds a police officer on 
the scene: "Fve never seen that type 
of panic before. You could look into 
these kids’ eyes and see a fear that Fve 
never seen. IFs more than just a regu- 
lar fear. IFs a terror, where you can see 
that their lives are going to be changed 
from this moment. It will stick with me 
for the rest of my life.” 

Then, in a ritual that has played out 
at the sites of other mass shootings, 
family members waited at a nearby 
meeting site in desperate hope of see- 
ing their loved ones alive. When Shan-

The recent high school grad had just started 
college four days before the shootings. “Quinn 
was funny, sweet, compassionate and such a 
wonderful, loving person,” his family said in 
a statement.

One in a set of fraternal 
quadruplets, he was 
studying chemistry. “We 
have been trying to figure 
out how to tell everyone 
how amazing Lucas was, 
but that would take 18 
years,” said his family. 


The assistant professor 
of English grew up in 
Beverly Hills but was a 
seasoned outdoorsman 
who also worked as a 
fly-fishing guide.

I promise I did 
everything,’ ” recalls Kirkham, who had 
administered CPR on the classroom 
floor before paramedics arrived. "He 
looked like he was in shock.” 

Hoping Kirkham was somehow 
wrong, Eric resolved to stay put. Final- 
ly a police officer approached. "If you’re 
waiting for someone to come on the 
next bus,” he told Eric and Shannon, 
"there is no next bus.”

thumb, she could 
turn fallow poppy fields at the winery 
into lush gardens and adored the Ore- 
gon countryside— especially in the col- 
orful autumn months — after 
previously living in urban California.

Robert Stryk, 
who owns the winery where Dietz 
worked, is among the millions around 
the world who are stunned by the 
senseless loss. "You think you leave the 
city for a safe place,” he says, "and then 
evil is brought to you.”

THE COUNTRY STAR 
NAVIGATES LIFE AS 
A SINGLE MAN FOR 
THE FIRST TIME IN A 
DECADE-AND IS 
LOOKING BETTER 
THAN EVER

B lake Shelton isn’t usually one to hold back. 
But on Sept. 24 at a party celebrating his five 
No. 1 hits at Losers Bar and Grill in Nashville, 
he was, surprisingly, a man of few words. 'Tm 
gonna make this so quick it’s unbelievable,” 
the singer said to a roomful of well-wishers. 
''Everything I say is going to end up in the tabloids. 
And it doesn’t even matter what I say; it will.” 

Since announcing his split from fellow country 
singer Miranda Lambert on July 20, Shelton- 
famed for sharing candid and funny takes about his 
personal life on Twitter— has been under constant 
scrutiny. Fans were stunned that country’s most

of marriage, and rumors of the pair’s 
troubles became grist for an overheated 
rumor mill. The most serious allega- 
tions were stories that made him sound 
like a character in a hard-luck country 
song: He is drinking too much and scar- 
ing loved ones, who are trying to force 
him into rehab. ''He’s trying to have a 
sense of humor about the rumors,” says 
a close friend, who denies that Shelton 
has substance-abuse issues. "He was 
prepared for that kind of reaction and 
doesn’t take it to heart.” 

While the end of his storied marriage 
may have left some initial bruises, his 
buddies say Shelton, 39, remains the 
same hunting-fishing-and-pickup- 
truck-loving good old boy who rules the 
country charts— albeit a wiser and more 
cautious one. Three months after final- 
izing his divorce from Lambert, the 
Voice coach is trying out life as one of 
Nashville’s most eligible men. He’s also 
shooting the ninth season of NBC’s sing- 
ing competition show in Los Angeles, 
finding release in the recording studio 
("Wrote a song so important to me I 
can’t believe it,” he tweeted in August of

friends and cowriters Jon Randall and 
JessiAlexander) and wearing out black- 
top across the country promoting his 
compilation album Reloaded: 20 #1 Hits 
(out Oct. 23). “It’s been a weird year ” he 
told reporters at the iHeartRadio music 
festival in Las Vegas on Sept. 19. ''But at 
least I got my songs coming out.” 

Despite his laid-back public image, 
work has always been therapy for Shel- 
ton, who devotes long hours to his 
music and The Voice. Since the split he 
has been resolutely upbeat, says his 
friend: "He’s bounced back very quickly 
Clearly he was upset during the break- 
up, but he’s not someone to sit around 
and lick his wounds. He’s not looking in 
the rearview mirror.” On the Voice set 
"Blake is his typical prankster self,” the 
friend continues. "He’s enjoying his 
time with the coaches. They are a tight- 
knit group.” When the singer does get a 
few days off, he flies to Tishomingo, 
Okla., where he still owns the 1,200- 
acre ranch he once shared with his ex. 


(Lambert, 31, owns another property 
nearby, plus businesses in town.) This 
month he went on an annual hunting 
trip and "has been chilling with his pals 
on his ranch,” says the friend. "He’s 
part of the community in Oklahoma. It 
helps keep things in perspective.” 
Recently he was spotted in town pick- 
ing up a new fridge and was still "the 
same old Blake,” says local newspaper 
publisher Ray Lokey. "He hasn’t 
changed his routine and is still very 
much a resident of the area.” 


Shelton is also learning to be abachelor 
again— he took a guys’ trip to Cancun, 
Mexico, in August. "Blake had a fun 
weekend and enjoyed his single life,” 
says a source at the ME by Melia resort, 
who added that Shelton "enjoyed the 
attention” from female fans. And 
though he was drinking and letting 
loose, multiple sources insist the star is 
not partying to excess. "What makes 


Blake so much fun is he’s not afraid to 
be himself,” says the friend. "That’s his 
persona. He’s the life of the party.” Adds 
another Shelton source: "It takes a big 
personality to fill up that 6-ft.-4-in. 
frame, and it’s all in fun. They shouldn’t 
take his tweets so literally.” The 
singer— who told People that he and 
Voice host and executive producer Car- 
son Daly enjoy mixing Bloody Marys in 
their trailers during downtime on-set— 
also owns his penchant for taking a swig 
while performing. "When I get nervous, 
I tend to drink a little bit, okay?” he told 
the audience at the iHeartRadio show 
with a red Solo cup in hand. But 
responding to a Sept. 21 tweet that sug- 
gested a list of "nice rehabs” for him, 
Shelton deployed his trademark wit: 
"Nice ideas — 1. Kiss my ass. 2. Suck 
camel nuts,” he wrote.

Shelton and Lambert— he the tall, 
charming cowboy and she the fiery 
Texas girl— were a Nashville institution 
that crumbled seemingly out of 
nowhere. Immediately after they 
announced their split, tabloid rumors of 
cheating sprang up. The couple, who 
signed a prenuptial agreement before 
their 2011 wedding, have dismissed sto- 
ries of bad blood. "Our whole thing was, 
you know, we’re just going to be cool 
about this,” Shelton said recently on 
country radio’s Bobby Bones Show about 
his relationship with Lambert, who’s 
been on tour and is also working on a 
new album.

''Blake has always respected Miranda, 
and they have been courteous and sup- 
ported each other,” says the Shelton pal.

Over the summer Shelton has also 
focused on getting into shape. Asked 
how he’s been shedding the pounds on 
America's Morning Show, the star joked 
he’s been on a "divorce diet” before 
explaining, "The whole stress of getting 
through all of that is just weird.” 
According to the singer, he’s no longer 
"eating as many fried pickles and stuff” 
and has settled into an exercise routine 


that is very much his style: mowing the 
lawn. "In the middle of processing 
chaos with my personal life, I walked 
out and I was thinking, 'What’s going on 
in my life?’ ” he joked to CMT. "I mean, 
'This is so crazy . . . but what the hell is 
going on with my yard?

For now he plans to keep it that way. 
Multiple sources deny reports of a new 
romance with fellow Voice coach Gwen 
Stefani. "They’re nothing more than 
friends,” says Shelton’s friend of his rela- 


tionship with the No Doubt singer, who 
announced her separation from rocker 
Gavin Rossdale after nearly 13 years of 
marriage in August. Romance isn’t 
something Shelton is ready for. "Blake 
has accepted the divorce, but he is not 
dating,” says the friend. "He’s having fun 
and taking time for himself.” Adds the 
Shelton source: "He just got divorced, so 
he’s not thinking about that.” The tough- 
est part— "realizing that he and Miranda 
weren’t forever,” says the pal— is behind 
him, and Shelton is now going about 
rebuilding his life without Lambert by 
his side.

Long Live 
the Queen 


WITH A JUICY NEW ROLE 
DRAWING ON HER HORROR-MOVIE PAST, 
THE SCREAM QUEENS STAR IS 
EXPERIENCING A CAREER RESURGENCE

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K icking back at her kitchen 
table, sipping a cup of 
coffee with her white Lab 
asleep at her feet, Jamie 
Lee Curtis nearly jumps 
out other chair when the front doorbell 
rings. ''Did you see that?” she asks with 
a laugh. "Did you see what I did? I scare 
so easily. Isn’t that a lovely bit of irony?” 

Indeed it is. And it’s only fitting that 
Curtis, who got her first big break star- 
ring in I978’s Halloween, is back in the 
spotlight playing a dictatorial college 
dean in FOX’s Scream Queens, a darkly 
funny send-up of the genre that helped 
make her a star. In the new show she 
presides over a college where unlucky 
sorority girls are murdered by a masked 
killer— a gig she landed just when she 
thought her acting career was winding 
down. "I was just 
hanging out with 
my posse of meno- 
pause mamas,” says 
Curtis, 56, who 
quips that she spent 
much of the last 
decade hawking a 
yogurt "that helps 
you poop.” (The 
actress was a 
spokesperson for Activia.) She had 
reconciled herself to "going to book 
group and trying to stave off the reality 
of the Divine Miss M[enopause]” when 
she got a phone call from Scream Queens 
cocreator Ryan Murphy. "He offered me 
the role, and it sounded crazy and amaz- 
ing. I left our meeting going. Wow.” 

But when she learned the series would 
be shot in New Orleans, she balked. "I’m 
the mom,” says Curtis, whose son Tom, 
19, was starting his senior year of high 
school at the time. (Daughter Annie, 28, 
is a dance instructor.) "I texted Ryan and 
said, 'Mom can’t go away for a year.’ ” He 
agreed to adapt to her schedule. Curtis 
now works "a very condensed” four days 
at a time so she can be back home in Los 
Angeles with her husband of 30 years, 
actor-director Christopher Guest, 67. 

"The show wouldn’t work without 
Jamie,” says Scream Queens lead mean 
girl and sorority president Emma Rob- 
erts. "She’s what inspired Murphy to do 
the show in the first place.”

Curtis says. 
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The youngest daughter of Holly- 
wood legends Tony Curtis and Janet 
Leigh is a bit of a legacy herself when it 
comes to horror movies. Her mother, 
who died in 2004, is most famous for 
being stabbed to death in the iconic 
shower scene in Alfred Hitchcock’s 
Psycho. But Curtis, who was raised by 
her mother and stepfather Robert 
Brandt after her parents divorced in 
1962, says that when it comes to actu- 
ally being frightened, she’s “the least 
interested person on the planet” in 
thrills and chills: ''Chris and I are 
wsitching Breaking Bad right now, and 
I sit there with a pillow over my face 
most of the time!” 

Still, her big break as an actress came 
playing beleaguered babysitter Laurie 
Strode in arguably the most famous 
slasher movie of all time. Curtis was 19 
and had dropped out of college; parts in 
other horror flicks followed. "No matter 


what 1 do, the lead line of my 
New York Times obit will 
mention Halloween,” says 
the star, who found main- 
stream success in movies 
like Trading Places, True 
Lies and A Fish Called 
Wanda. After marrying 
Guest in 1984 — he is 
descended from British 
aristocracy, so she assumed the title 
Lady Haden- Guest— she found success 
as a children’s book author; her 11 books 
have sold more than five million copies. 
But unlike her famous father, who died 
in 2010, she’s never embraced celebrity. 
"He used to walk into a restaurant and 
preen and pose,” she says. "The public 
attention was very important; 1 don’t 
need it.” What she’s not shy about is 
talking about aging and sexism in show 
business. In 2002, Curtis, then 43, 
posed in her underwear un-airbrushed 


for an article in More. "It’s a 
very cruel business,” she says 
of Hollywood. "It’s humiliat- 
ing to see the media frenzy 
that occurs when somebody 
gets older and they don’t look 
the way they used to look. 1 
want to make sure 1 leave on 
my own terms. 1 don’t want to 
be punished for the natural 
evolution of the human being.” But 
until then, she is loving her new job— 
and learning from the "young ’uns” on- 
set. "They’ve taught me about social 
media,” she says of costars that include 
Roberts, Lea Michele and Billie Lourd. 
"1 sit on-set and do needlepoint.” And 
she leaves the screaming at the office. 
"I’ve been begging Jamie to watch 
Halloween with me,” says Michele. "But 
she’s so terrified. Maybe she’ll indulge 
me.” No thanks, says Curtis. "Life is 
scary enough!” •

T O celebrate her 30th birthday, Irish- 
born makeup artist Cathriona White 
and boyfriend Jim Carrey head- 
ed to one of their favorite spots on 
Sept. 19, Nobu in Malibu, for a sunset 
sushi dinner on the patio. ''She was very bubbly, and 
they seemed to have a good time together,” says a wit- 
ness. "They seemed happy.” 

Just nine days later White was found dead in her 
Sherman Oaks, Calif., home of an apparent suicide, 
leaving her friends and family in shock— and Carrey, 
53, who had dated her on and off for three years, "dev- 
astated,” says a source in Carrey’s circle. Painkillers, 
sleeping aids and other pills were found at White’s 
bedside, along with several notes, including one ad- 
dressed to Carrey. The pills had been taken from Car- 
rey’s home. "He wasn’t actively using them and had no 
idea they were even missing,” says a source. The star 
released a heartfelt statement: "She was a truly kind 
and delicate Irish flower, too sensitive for this soil. 
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“Cat was a very sweet and cheerful 
person,” says friend Brie Childers.^ She 
was found dead Sept. 28 at her Sherman 
Oaks home.^ Carrey and White in 2012. 
“They loved spending time on 
the beach in Malibu,” says a source. 


to whom loving and being loved was all 
that sparkled.” (White was still legally 
married to another man when she died, 
though a source says she was separated 
and planned to start divorce proceed- 
ings: 'There is no way Jim 
would have dated her if she 
was in a relationship.”) 

In the days since her 
death, "Jim has been in 
shock and very upset,” says 
another source close to the 
actor, adding that Carrey 
has met with White’s sister 
and stepmother and helped 
pay for them to travel to 
L.A. "No one from her family is putting 
any blame on Jim,” says the source. But 
Carrey "keeps questioning if he could 
have prevented it. Jim has been at home 
surrounded by people 24/7.” 

This is not the first time the star, 
famous for his goofy comedies, has 
dealt with trauma and turbulence in 
his personal life. He has been open 
about his own depression, which he 
has struggled with since he was a teen- 


ager. He has weathered ups and downs 
in his relationships, from his marriages 
to Melissa Womer and Lauren Holly to 
romances with Renee Zellweger and 
Jenny McCarthy. Carrey can be mer- 
curial, sources say. "He likes being in a 
relationship but also likes to be alone 
with himself,” says a source close to 
McCarthy. "He is charming and loving 
one day, then totally off on a 
soul-searching trek the next.” 

Carrey met White on a film set in 
2012, but their relationship was on and 
off. They had recently "decided to take 
a breather,” says a source, but they had 
not split and were still in contact. 
White, whom friends called Cat, was 
"very friendly and very sweet,” says 
her friend Judd Weiss, "but at the 
same time very private and fairly shy.” 
The Carrey source says White "had a 
sensitive personality and was doing a 
lot of soul searching,” 
including, as she Insta- 
grammed, taking a Scien- 
tology purification course. 
"Cathriona was very 
health-conscious,” says a 
family friend from her 
Irish hometown, Cappa- 
white. "She did yoga and 
looked after herself. She 
didn’t have mental prob- 
lems as far as anyone is aware. Her 
family were hoping she might come 
home for Christmas.” But in her last 
tweet on Sept. 24, the quiet beauty 
may have hinted at her inner anguish: 
"Signing off Twitter, I hope I have been 
a light to my nearest and dearest.”

GROWING UP KENNEDY MEANT IGNORING 
ALCOHOLISM AND MENTAL ILLNESS CLOSE TO HOME, 


TED’S SON WANTS TO CHANGE THAT-AND SAVE LIVES 


G rowingup in agrand, gated 
home beside the Potomac 
River— just down the road 
from ''Uncle Bobby’s” 
Hickory Hill estate— Sen. 
Ted Kennedy’s children Patrick, Ted Jr. 
and Kara knew something was very 
wrong. "My mother spent a lot of time in 
her bedroom drinking,” Patrick recalls. 
"It was very painful for all of us.” But no 
one spoke of it, just as they never aired 
any pain over their uncles’ assassina- 
tions— first President John E Kennedy, 


then Bobby. "The rest of America had 
family conversations about it, right? 
And yet we never talked about it,” Pat- 
rick, 48, tells People. "It was family code.” 

That ends now. In his first book, A 
Common Struggle, the former Rhode 
Island congressman and youngest son 
of the late senator from Massachusetts 
opens up about his personal legacy of 
addiction and mental illness. He shares 
memories not just of his mother Joan’s 
struggle with alcoholism and depres- 
sion but also of what he describes as his

father’s post- 
traumatic stress

"He 
took it the exact opposite way we had 
hoped,” Patrick writes of his dad, who 
scolded them and then walked out. Pat-

families is all part of his new mission: to 
accelerate brain research into these dis- 
eases through his One Mind initiative 
(onemind.org) and to lift the secrecy 
and shame of those who suffer. As he 
tells People, ''Most families are frozen by 
the shame and hostage to the silence.”

For Patrick, growing up in Camelot was 

as much about sailing and sing-a-longs 
around "Gramma” Rose’s piano as it was 
about keeping up appearances. His dad 
took a "snap out of it” attitude toward 
depression and drinking: In Ted’s eyes, 
Joan was weak. "I can still hear him: 
'Here she goes again,’ ” Patrick writes. "I 
got the message early on: I didn’t want 
people saying, 'Oh, we need to take care 
of Patrick,’ the way they 
dismissed my mom.” 

By the time he was 18, 

Patrick had sunk deep into 
his own battle with 
depression, using cocaine 
and antianxiety drugs to 
get through high school. 

Teddy and Kara each did a 
stint in rehab, and in 1984 


the family was rocked when cousin 
David, RFK’s son, fatally overdosed at 
age 28— a tragedy Patrick now views as 
related to untreated PTSD. "David lost 
his father so violently and then, having 
to watch it all on television,” Patrick 
says. "I don’t think anybody under- 
stood that was a real injury that, if 
untreated, would kill him.”

Through it all, Patrick says, his dad— 

who stretched to be father figure to the 
13 children JFK and RFK 
left behind— "went on in 
silent desperation for 
much of his life, self-med- 
icating and unwittingly 
passing his unprocessed 
trauma on to my sister, 
brother and me.” It’s an 
inheritance Patrick is 
determined to spare his

own children. After a 16-year career rep- 
resenting Rhode Island in Congress, 
Patrick left in 2011 to focus on sobriety 
and "save my life”; he has been sober 
since Feb. 22 of that year. With his wife, 
Amy, 36, a former schoolteacher, he’s 
now raising his two children and step- 
daughter (with a baby on the way) at the 
Jersey shore and worries about their 
genetic risk for mental illness and addic- 
tion. "They need to be as aware about 
that risk as they would if they were at 
high risk for cancer,” he says. 

Joan is in recovery, their connection 
is better than ever, and though she is 
physically frail, he says, she helped with 
the book. "Happy moments today are

with wife Amy, 36, Owen, 3, 
Nora, 1 , and Harper Petitgout, 
7, Amy’s daughter from a 
previous marriage. 


that I get to have her see me as a parent. 
She really loves being the grandmother/’ 
Patrick says. But dueling statements by 
Joan and Ted Jr. suggest dysfunction 
still runs deep. Through her friend 
Margo Nash Joan told People she knew 
nothing of the book and ''did not assist 
[Patrick] in the project in anyway.” Ted 
Jr. said he is "heartbroken” by the book’s 
"inaccurate and unfair portrayal of our 
family.” (Kara died of a heart attack in 
2011.) Patrick says he anticipated family 
"unease” about ending the secrecy: "We 
stiU have a ways to go, both in society and 
within my own family.” 

• •• 

Before he died in 2009, Senator 

Kennedy gave Patrick Bobby Kennedy’s 
book about union corruption, The 
Enemy Within. Inside, Patrick discov- 
ered an inscription from his uncle: To 
Teddy, who has his own enemy within. 
"Giving me that book was the closest my 
father ever came to acknowledging any- 
thing to me about his own struggles,” 
Patrick writes. "The older 1 get, the more 
1 see secrecy as 'the enemy within.’”

I grew up in a household where both of my parents 
had mental health issues. My mother inherited her own 
mothers disabling alcoholism. And my father. . .well, 

I can now see my father suffered from PTSD [because 
of his brothers’ murders] and because he denied 
himself treatment . . . he sometimes self-medicated. 

My dad was highly functional with his illnesses. My 
mom was just the opposite. She spent much of my 
childhood in her room, doing little but drinking and 
surviving, as her mother did before her. Occasionally 
she would come out and try her best to be attentive, 
like driving us somewhere. And when she swerved 
slowly down the street, my brother, sister, 
and I would just giggle because we didn’t 
know what else to do. Sometimes she 
would disappear to go back to rehab, for 
weeks or months at a time. We didn’t know 
much about it except for the obligatory 
family counseling session we had to go to. 

She did have a sustained period of won- 
derful sobriety during the late seventies 
and early eighties— during which I got to 
know a very different woman and mother 
than the one I grew up with, and we were 
able to travel together to the Holy Land, 
to London, and to Rome. But my mother 
spent too much of her life harshly 
impaired by the cycles of disease.

US and know what love is/’ says Bob, a 
retired steel-company worker who suf- 
fered beatings with a bullwhip as a boy 
growing up in Idaho and promised him- 
self that one day he would bring other 
children happiness. “I wanted to break 
that cycle of abuse,” he says. “I wanted 
my kids to grow up with hugs and love.” 

After adopting their first special- 
needs child in 1990, the Quaids— who 
also have five biological children with- 
out special needs— couldn’t say no when 
they heard of other ‘‘hard to adopt” kids 
needing a home. “We’re going from the 
time our feet hit the ground in the morn- 
ing until we drop into bed at night,” says 
Sue, “but we wouldn’t have it any other 
way. We’re making our difference in our 
little corner of the world, and it feels 
wonderful to be able to do that.” Social 
Security benefits for each child help pay 
the bills, and the Quaids have in-home 
nursing twice a day to help bathe the 
kids and give Sue and Bob some down- 
time. Not that they really need it. “I’m a 
happy man,” says Bob. “Life is good. I 
love my kids. They’ve enriched my life 
in ways I never thought imaginable.” •

Laurel 
Hester. 'The detail that Juli- 
anne took into becoming 
Laurel was amazing for me 
to see.” But the shy, reserved 


auto mechanic from New Jersey also 
found it hard to watch the most devastat- 
ing moments other life on the big screen. 
"When I first met Stacie, she said some- 
thing that shattered me,” Page, who plays 
Andree in the film, tells People. "She said, 
‘It’s cool that you’re here, 
and it’s nice to meet you and 
stuff, but it’s really hard for 
me, because the movie 
wouldn’t have been made if 
Laurel hadn’t died.’ ” 
Neither Hester, a 23-year 
New Jersey police veteran 
when she died of lung can- 
cer at age 49, nor Andree, 


who was 18 years her junior, ever imag- 
ined seeing themselves as Hollywood 
heroines— or as key players in the gay 
civil-rights battle. But the couple found 
themselves at the forefront of the fight 
when Hester learned other cancer in 
2004. Told that her pension benefits 
would not pass on to Andree— only 
straight married couples were eligi- 
ble— she appealed to county authorities 
(called "freeholders” in New Jersey). In 
2006, three weeks after a heartbreak- 
ing plea from her hospital bed led offi- 
cials to extend benefits to domestic 
partners, Hester died. "The fight gave 
her extra drive,” says Andree, who

''People’s rights is what she stood for.” 

But at the heart of a crusade that 
would make national news was a very 
personal love story that unspooled in 
the most ordinary of ways: over coffee- 


shop dates, late-night con- 
versations and bar nights 
with friends. "She just had 
that energy that made you 
feel good, and you wanted to get to 
know her and be with her,” says 
Andree, 40. Their age gap "didn’t really 
make a difference,” she says. "We both 
adjusted to it.” 


When Hester got sick— she thought the 

pain in her side "was a pulled muscle 
from going to the gym,” recalls 
Andree— their world crumbled. "Our 
life was pretty much the two of us,” she 
says. Accompanying Hester to the hos- 
pital for her biopsy, "I was really regret- 
ting being there by myself,” says 
Andree. "I remember the doctor com- 
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ing out and saying the cancer was all 
over. It was the worst news possible.” 

She leaned heavily on Dane Wells, 
Hester’s bighearted partner on the 
police force. "He always called to see 
how Laurel was doing, so we became 
phone pals,” says Andree. Says Wells: 
"As the political battle began to 
brew, we would talk every day. We 
became best friends.” Andree still lives 
in the Point Pleasant, N.J., home 
she shared and renovated with Hester— 
and which she would have had to leave 
without the financial support of Hes- 
ter’s pension. 

Although she applauds Page’s perfor- 
mance (the actress says making the 
movie inspired her to come out as les- 
bian last year), Andree says the film is 
hard for her to watch. "Toward the end, 
when Ellen crawls into bed with Juli- 
anne, that was me,” says Andree. Look- 
ing back on Hester’s fight, "I’m so glad 
everybody else can benefit from it,” she 
says, "but at the time, I couldn’t care 
less. I just wanted to be with Laurel.” 
Andree is now in a relationship. But "it’s 
challenging, because with Laurel, it’s 
not like a breakup,” she adds. "I’ve 
always loved Laurel. And I always will.”
